Ants Kg Miners. 


Ants commonly are regarded as nui- 


sances, yet they have their uses. If 
you dig up a uest. of common brown 
ants, yon will notice by putting yonr 
face close to the bill a pungent odor 
arising. This is the vapor of formic 
acid, the principle of tint poison. Now, 
formic acid has the property of mak- 
1ns plants grow as hardly anything 
else frill. Therefore the mold of which, 
the ant nrsts are composed makes a 
valuable dressing for the market gar- 
den when spread on while it is fresh. 
Another little known benefit to he de- 
rived from ants is the collection of 
their esss for fish food. In the late 
summer a good many people make a 
living by gathering ant eggs in the 
p5ne woods of Surrey and Berkshire, 
England, and selling them to the Lon- 
don fish dealers. 


In the west ants are sometimes used 


as miners. There is a large species of 
Rocky mountain ant which builds its 
nest neither of wood Bor earth, but o£ 
stoue. and it prefers stones brilliant in 
color for this purpose. Miners are said 
to transport whole nests of these in- 
sects to places where garnets abound,

We now have room enough to care 


for 35 'persons, comfortably. Durns 
the mpiith of November, we- had 21 
patients. At present there are 12. 
Sin.ce the opening of the hospital in 
April, 1$S9. 585 patients have been ad- 
mitted, -114 pay, and l&l city cases. 
There Has been 47 deaths during this 
time, 28 of which were either in dying 
condition when brought in, or injured 
fatally by train or otherwise and all 
dying- within three days time, often 
within a few hours, none of Ui<?se 
deaths can be attributed to tr&atment 
or want of proper ntirsine. James 
Coyn, stabbed in abdomen Jived 4 
days, 5 others died at.later periods, 
from Incurable disease, as cancer and 
tuberculcsip. This takes out of the 
death 34 cases, as being unavoidable 
and not chargeable to the hospital. 
These cases received all the care and 
attention that could be given, and in-! 
stead of being counted against the in-j 
stitution, credit should be giv«i it for 
affording the best of care to ih* help- 
less and dpath stricken pur-jon1?, many 
of •whom would otherwise been but illy 
Cared for'.
